Secretary Mellon's Proposed Revenus

Raisers Are Bad Economically
and Politically
ECRETARY MELLON repented  before

the Ways and Means Committes this
week the tax recommendations he made I o
..'|‘-H-r to Choairmnn Fordney on Mav 1.
They vontain just as many ohjectionable
features In August as they did In May,
Among them are suggestions for n flat tnx
of £10 each on automobiless a two-cent
Elnmp tax on banl checks and three-cent
letter postage.  These seem like the propo-
#litons of a banker who does not see bevond
the pages of lis account books. There Ix no
cconomic statesmanship (n them nor (¢ thote
auny appredlation of political expediency,
The need of peveune to ran the Governs

ment Is admitted, but the necd for a re-
duction in taxatlon is not only ndmitted, bt
it s clamaronsly demanded by gl elasses
of the community, No plan to levy oew
thxes wa aunoying as the three mentloned

will sntisfy popnlar sentiment

When the war was at its height and the
Government was straining every nerve to
rnlse money it did not tax bank checks be-
cause it did not wish needlessly to leritnte
the people,  The sum ralsed by the tax
would be so small that it would be foolish
for Congress to seek to Increase the revenues
in this way.

The automabiles are already doubly taxel
When a man buys « ocar he hias to pay to
the Government 5 per cent of its cost, nnd
hee lind to pay to bis State an annoal tax
for the privilege of operationg it on the high-
ways,  The purchase-prive tnx for a
costing only SN amounts to 850,  Secpe-
tary Mellop would have this supplemented
by o third tax of 810 a yenr.

The glow and power of his lyrlcism, the ease
and nuthority of bhis tones, stamp him not
merely as one of nature's favorites, but s
o sincere and painstaking artist, a musi-
ciauly exponent of cultured song.

Histrionieally his wenknesses were many,
although he enjoyed a fitness for comedy
roles, and in highly marked character parts
such as Eleagar in “'La Juive,” his care-
fully nequired techoique served him ad-
mirably,

It in the fashion to rogard Caruso’s career
as continuously meteoric, but the trath is
that hix early years in America, even as n
star of the Metropolitan organization, were
by no means free from obstacles, The star
of Jean de Weszke, a polished, adroit and
exceedingly versatile artist, was descending
in 10003, But the elever and handsome Pole,
whose vocalism owed so much to technique
and careful nursing, had ingpired publie in-
terest in the Wagnerian and French operas,
of which Carpso did not even pretend to be
a brilliant interpreter,

What happened was unexpected.,  The
new  Italinn school, with Pueccini as its
then leading figure, was just winning its

Epurs in this countrr,  Carnso glorified. it
with the overmastering eloquence of a volee
precisely suited to its demands,

It was no mean conguest, The popn-
Inrization of modern Ttalian musiec dreama
owes pnot a little to the compelling fashion In
which Caruso illuminated ity sentiment,
exnlted fts melodramatic passions and to
some extent clonked its defects,

Lessnr artists might have rested on such
lnurels, To the publie surprise, however,
and to the gratifiention of thinking music
lovera, the lnsty tenor sought other fields,
prosented Faust and a eapable Don Jose
with vivid foree and achieved one of his most
eignal purely artistie trivanphs o the classic
“Armide' of Glueck.

Wagnerinn  roles wore  temperamentally
ontside hiz compnss, but save for physicenl
nndieaps Lis Des Greionx in "Manon® dis
laxed his adapability to the most delicate
requirements of the French manner,

Comparisons of the Caruse voiee at it
best with that of Tamnguo, Brignoli, Cam-
panini and the great Ttalians of an earlier
dny are difficult. Memories antedating the
ubiquity of the talking machine are in.
evitably tricky.

What can be said without reservation is
that at the peak of his fame Caruse nu-
thoritatively outdistanced all rivals, that
his repertory wns eomprehensive and con-
tinunlly growing and that clamorous popn-
lnrity oceasioned not the least deflection of
hix lnudable ambitions,

For all his joviality and camaraderie and
ostensible earclessness. there is evidence of
firtm, consgistent clharacter ax well ns nao-
ture's lnrgess in this ever-memorable eox.

A SECRET LABOR BALLOT

HE Rallroad Labor Board declslon in the
Penosylvania Rallrond committee’s case
the full text of which now is avatlable—
presevibes the form of ballot that must be
usedd tn the pew eloction that it bas ordered.
Whether the election will be held is not
definitely known. The Labor Board has no
nuthority to comnel the parties to the dis-
pute to hold the election.  Ite power |«
exhinsted when it has stated the facts in
the vase and appealed to public sentiment,

In the first election the representatlves
of the rallvond company declined to permit
the employes to vote for an organization
whose officials should renresent them in ne-
gotlutions, but insisted thut votes should be
enxt for individuals, The union men, how-
evor, prepared a ballot of thelr own and
votedd for their unlon,  The non-union men
voted for Individuals, The rollroad company
teclined to recognize the ballots peepared
by the unlon men as valid.

Now  the Lahop Yonrd ornders that the
ballot shall provide for the votes by three
clnsses of voters, namely, those who desire
too be represented by the System Federation
of the Rallway Fmployes of the Ameriean
Federntion of Labor: those who wish te be
vepresented by the Americnn Foederation of
Ratlrond Waorkers, amd those who desiee to
be represented by individuals or any other
organizating

Those in the lost elass must write in the
ballot the yame of the individual or organi-
gation by which they wish to b represented,

And cvevy roter must gign hix nome tu the
hallat !
Thisx Lallat would prevent that freedom

of chniee by the individon] cmployes which
wanlil be possible if the men were pot re-
auired to sign thele names. 1t wonld force
thie wnion men, whether they regarvded their
union ofliviale as their bhest spokesmen or
not, 1o vote for their union.

It ls wnfortunnte that the decision did not
ardor o <emet ballot that would have en-
ahlod the men to vote their preferences with-
out frar of reprisnls This country uses
the seeret ballot in |lllhﬁl':ll elections, and it
has worked very well,

If the experiment of ereating committecs
of cmployes to negotinte with the employers
le to sueceed, such arrangemenrs will have
to be mnide an will insure the feeest possible
exprossion of the preferences of the em-
ployes. A praner madificatio uf the form
of the ballot would remove this vital abjee-

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AS ONE WOMAN SEES IT

Fight Against Tuberculosis Being
Conducted Along Two Distinot
Lines of Research—Some
Facts Concerning Dread
Diseases

— —— e

WENT through the Phipps Laboratory

and Clinle down at Seventh and Lombard
streets soon after it was built and the other
day 1 renewed my lmpressions of it by a
long talk with Dr. Paul Lewls, the divector
of the laboratory, and with Dr. Charles
Iantfield, who, besides all his Nattonal Com-
mittee dutles, is responsible for the wellare
of the clinfe,

The two doetors were “off on a vacatlon
and nvight have been justified in wishing to
side-track elinle and laboratory affaies, I
thought, but there on a warmish Bunday
afternoon under the shadow of great plnea
with vistas of distant mountains they were
intent on discussing *‘the Phipps,”” Its past
anid its future,

I think the subject came to the surface
beenise one of the party asserted that this
country took less kindly than did Germany
to felemtifie resenrch work, was imore im-
poatient for direct and marketable results
anrl less peady to tnke the year's gleanings
of tentative probabilities as part of the gume
of discovery.

R. LEWIS disagreed with that firmly.

He avered that nowhere, not even iu
England, would there have beem such an
opportunity for patient research In the mat-
ter of tuberculosis data as had heen gon-
crously provided first by a private fund
through an individual, Henry DPhipps, then
by the generosity of the Phipps family, then
by the general publie through the $50.000
fund collocted recently, and lastly, the 8§25, -
Ot -n-year contingent fund promised by the
Carnegie Institute.

In other words, under the supervision of
one great University of Pennsylvania and
throngh private and publie and institutionnl
funds, a research costing not less than 8735, -
000 & year, frrespective of the actunl elinfe
expense, {8 being carried on to investignte
the sources and the possible arrest of oue
‘il.if'"'“"" out of the many that fmperil humau
ife,

This research has been going on with
dogged persistence for nearly twenty years
with lHttle advanee boyond the Koeh dis-
covery of the tubercular bacilll in any
definitely spectacular divection and yet wita
far-renching results,

Dr. Lewis =ald that the I'hipps had proved
the practicability of home treatment of con-
sitmptives under elinleal supervision, it i
simplified and shortened the term of treat-
ment in santorin and in the matter of re-
woarely, it had elassifiedl and tabulated the
dntn w0 that there were many shovt-cuts to
lnboratory tests, which stmplified the pre-
Hminary work of both the ehemists and the
baueterinlogists,

It appears the resenrch has taken
directton®, one through chemistey, to dis-
cover some chemieal componnd  that  will
sterilize the hody of the fofection without
killing the “‘host,”" §, ¢, the tissue on which
the tnfection feeds, and the other through a
stivdy of breeding  processes in animals—
gulnen pigs ehlefly—by whieh n strain ean be
produced that will be lnmune or pearly so
to the Infection. For perhiaps ten years the
I'hipps Laboratory was chiefly devoted ty
following up Krlich's ¢hemleal theories on
the sterilization compound and [ately for two
ears Dr, Lewis, in esnjunction with the
‘nited States Bureau of Animal Industry,
lins added an investigntion along the lines
of genetles,

If out of five varietios of guinen pigs, for
instance, one could be evolved that woukd
show ltself to be pelatively lmmune to
tubereular infection, the cause of that im-
munity might be discoverable and once dis-
covered throw light on the eventual possi-
bilities for imwunity in humans,
